TREAD SOFTLY, BROTHER 


E severe frost which hit the stock and grain 
markets on three successive days of the week, 


has produced a formidable array of explanations. 
They are remarkable in that they avoid carefully 
getting at the real facts. 


If It is said that men, who, a few months ago, took 


a solemn vow never again to take a flyer found 
themselves back in the speculative game up to their 
ears, the statement will not prove to ba a balm for 
wounds and bruises, but it is nevertheless the trijith. 
A few weeks ago, the gates opened wide to sudden 
wealth for those who would gamble. The morale of 
the American people had been rebuilt by a courage- 
ous and energetic president. Fear and despair had 
been banished. The public was certain America was 
on the mend, that prices would continue to improve, 
and that business and industry would reflect this 
change in larger earnings and dividends and in the 
return to a dividend basis of those activities which 
had not besn paying returns to their stock holders. 


It was the signal for everyone to rush in to buy, 


just as a few months ago, those who still possessed 
the means wanted to sell. The headaches this week- 
end furnish an excellent measure of the" frenzy and 
the fury of the speculative fever. We are told that 
the country overbought, that it outran consumption, 
that there was a veritable fear which produced a 
panic of buying, hoisting prices out of all reason and 
precipitating a wild, crazy advance in price levels 
which could not be sustained. All of which is the 
truth, but only half of it. It is a bit discouraging 
to discover that when it had seemed the country 
received an ample lesson on the evils of speculation, 
in reality, it was just as eager for soft and easy 
money as it was when it took its thumping in 1929. 


There has been some hesitation on the part of 


the public, on the part of business, and on the part 
of a portion of the press, to recognize basic factors. 
No such timidity has characterized the actions or 
the utterances of the administration. It has pleaded 
and begged American business men to recognize the 
fundamentals of the program it launched for re- 
covery. That plan requires idle men shall be put 
back to work, and that gsneral wage levels shall be 
lifted. Now that is a controversial issue. Business 
and business men have gone through an exceedingly 
difficult period and they ask how they can pay 
higher wages, and how they can employ more peo- 
ple when their businesses now are not on a profitable 
basis? The answer Is difficult and yet clear. It 
calls for a readjustment of business and industrial 
philosophy. It contradicts the old established theory 
that before wages advance, and employment in- 
creases, there must be an Improvement in the bal- 
ance sheet. The administration Insists the improve- 
ment will come afterward. 


There Is nothing to be gained by ignoring the facts. 


With unemployment as widespread as it is today, the 
consumption as reduced as it is, can price levels pre- 
vailing after the precipitate drop which took place 
this week be maintained? That has been the shadow 
which has disturbed the president and his advisers, 
and it explains why he and they are so Insistent 
upon the program which has been Inaugurated. 


Mr. Roosevelt comes to the second challenge in 


his administration. Even the most bitter of his 
political opposition was stirred to unwilling admira- 
tion by the magnificent fight he made. In the 
natural order, that spirit developed in a great crisis 
when a courageous man fights bravely is waning, 
and there is an undercurrent of criticism and hos- 
tility. It is discernible at this time. But it is limited 
to the few more actively engaged in politics, and it 
is certain that the president still retains his wide- 
spread popularity among the mass of American 
people. 


The political side is insignificant and unimportant, 


but the economic factors are vital. It will be necessary 
to destroy the speculative instinct with which a large 
element seemingly has become endowed, and as the 
second step, it will be necessary to continue the grim 
hard battle for recovery along the lines suggested by 
President Roosevelt. 


selves for the transportation. for which an ordinary 
citizen would have to dig down in his pocket. If less 
of this were done the carriers would fin.d their opera- 
tions more profitable. 


One abuse which state laws have failed to wipe out 


is the issuance of so-called "Interstate passes" to 
lawyers, ministers, and certain other special classes, 
which are not forbidden by federal statutes. 
The 


way this works in Nebraska is that a passholder gets 
on the train, tells the conductor he Is going to 
Council Bluffs or Des Molnes, and then quietly gets 
off at Lincoln, Omaha, or some other destination 
within this state. 
On the return trip he names 


Denver. Cheyenne, or Sioux Falls as his objective, 
but actually disembarks at his home station in Ne- 
braska. 


The people of Georgia could not expect to get fair 


and equal treatment in their relations with railroads 
and motorbus companies so long as the members of 
their utilities commission were riding free. The lat- 
ter richly deserved the bouncing they got. May this 
serve as an object lesson to others similarly situated. 


EVEREST CLAIMS TWO MORE. 
WITH bloody head. Mt Everest still can claim 


to be master over man. The latest expedi- 


tion, led by Hugh Rutledge, has ended In failure, and 
with the traditional toll of human life. Four of the 
members of the Rutledge expedition got within a 
thousand feet of the top of Mt. Everest before stone 
and ice and snow and wind, and rarefied air, forced 
them to give up the adventure. 


At that, they came back with more information 


than the previous futile expeditions of 1921, 1922, 
and 1924. The final climb of 1,000 feet is steeper 
than at the lower ranges. 
Every expedition has 


tackled the mountain from the north and on that 
side, the granite and ice rise almost perpendicularly 
from the ledges which provide camping sites for the 
ambitious climbers at 28,000 feet above sea level. It 
was that^extra effort in bitter cold and in rarefied 
air which claimed two more lives in the foolhardy, 
but nevertheless appealing, effort to conquer Everest. 
At 28,000 feet, it seems that the sweep of the whist- 
ling winds reaches its greatest velocity. It appears 
that the snow is a little more treacherous in hiding 
the pitfalls which threaten destruction. 


But at best, it is difficult for men to give up the 


love of adventure. And Everest with its unscalable 
crest represents the greatest opportunity within 
ordinary means. Certainly, the sacrifice of human 
life which has seemed to be an inevitable fruit of 
every attempt to scale the peak can not be justified 
from the standpoint of science, and will not add any- 
thing of practical value to knowledge. It would be 
better to surrender to Everest, to accept the view 
of those who live within its shadows, that the moun- 
tain is sacred, and men can not attain its summit, 
but the failure of the Rutledge expedition, carefully 
organized and efficiently executed, will not discour- 
age other adventurous men hi the least. 


OCCUPATION TAXES. 


is undoubted merit in the plea of Lincoln 


JL sign painters that they be relieved of the occu- 
pation tax of $10 per year which they are now pay- 
ing, though those who are now asking for relief will 
probably admit that they are to blame for the burden 
they have been bearing. 
They wanted, as their 


spokesman stated, the tax imposed in the hope that 
it would protect them by keeping out itinerant 
painters, which hope was not well-founded. The 
transients come in and work for a day or two at 
ruination prices, and are gone before the officers 
or those with whom they are competing learn that 
they are in the city. 


As a matter of fact there is no more reason why 


a sign painter should be required to pay an occupa- 
tion tax than there Is for the imposition of such a 
burden on any other business or professional man. 
Theirs is a legitimate and necessary calling and 
those who follow it pay the usual real and personal 
property taxes, as well as rentals and other neces- 
sary expenses. 
They should therefore be on an 


equality with other classes of business. 


The occupation t.ax Is one rather difficult of de- 


fense under any circumstances. 
Those who are re- 


quired to pay it have good years and bad years, yet 
the tax remains on the same level, regardless of 
circumstances or conditions, some man may have 
a good location and wax wealthy, while another in 
the same business goes broke, while both pay. the 
same occupation tax. 


Special occupation taxes, or licenses, are granted 


to businesses over which it Is desired to maintain 
strict regulation, such as pool halls, liquor dealers 
and some others, one chief purpose being to enable 
the licensing body to put the operator out of bus- 
iness in case prescribed rules are violated. It is also 
considered that there should be a limit on the num- 
ber, of such establishments permitted, and the tax 
has the desired effect in this respect. 


When it comes to the ordinary business, profes- 


sion or occupation, however, no such reasons for the 
imposition of an occupation tax exist, and the com- 
plaint that it is oppressive and unfair is apparently 
well founded. 


A REMINDER OF THE FREE PASS ERA. 


moLTTICAL conditions which existed pretty gen- 
* 
crally throughout the United States a genera- 


tion ago. but which have been abolished in most 
of the states, are brought to mind by the governor 
of Georgia's action dismissing all five members of 
the state public service commission for accepting 
free transportation service from carriers coining 
-jnder their jurisdiction. 


The governor was rijrtit. of course, in summarily re- 


moving the offSHals. Four of them admitted having 
railroad and mrterb-js Tasses in their possession and 
making us: of them. The fifth man acknowledged 
that he. too. had ridden on busses without paying 
Tare. 


When the campaign was on In Nebraska and else- 


where to do away with railroad domination in the 
early Tears of the century, the principle was laid 
down that "a pass is a bribe". The people so re- 
garded it and toy their rotes decreed an end to the 
system which allowed persons holding public posi- 
tions to travel free while others paid regular fare. 
Pbr many years the laws of this state have made 
it a punishable offense for common carriers to ex- 
tend such favors or officials to receive them.

EXONERATED OF MURDER, 
ONE of the strangest of criminal cases reached its 


concluding chapter in Chicago recently. 


Six years ago. Hentry T. Olson was convicted of a 


murder which he did not commit. His conviction 
came about after positive identification as the slay- 
er. He was given a life sentence and while tem- 
porarily out of prison on appeal forfeited his large 
bond and fled in order to escape punishment. 


The second chapter was written some months lat- 


er, when two men. taken into custody by officers, 
confessed guilt of the crime for which .Olson had 
been convicted and given a life sentence. When 
thorough investigation and legal 
proceedings had 


confirmed their voluntary 
admission of guilt, one 


was sentence to thirty years in prison and the other 
given a fourteen year sentence. 


With that. Olson reurned to Chicago, in the be- 


lief that the attorney who had represented him as 
counsel had possessed personal knowledge during the 
trial of the real perpetrators of the crime. There 
was evidence to support his suspicions, including 
declarations by the jurors in the Olson trial that 
the defense attorney had promised "to produce the 
killers at the proper time." As a climax one of the 
confessed murderers, testifying for Olson, said the 
defense attorney had known of the witness* guilt 
before Olson's conviction. 


It is a depressing picture of justice, but it is 


brightened somewhat by the fact that Olson, suing 
the attorney for monetary damages, secured a ver- 
dict in his favor. That may compensate Olson for 
his troubles, but it does not satisfy the public de- 
mand and public necessity. 
If the facts as given 


are true, they furnish the basis for action by the 
bar association ol Chicago. 
There has been the 


need of a cleanup among the members of the legal 
profession of that city for years.

They will introduce you 
to the Huguenot and league par- 
ties in France, to the rise of the 
Dutch republic, the gradual weak- 
ening of the Holy Roman Empire 
and the growth of Britain's sea 
power.

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Uncle Sam Back In Running for Davis Trophy 


Lott, Van Ryn Score 


Straight Set Victory 


In Doubles Contest 


BY MICHAEL WILSON. 


AtJTEUIL, France, July 22—(INS)—America declared 


herself back in the running for the Davis cup this afternoon 
by the brilliant play of George Lott and John Van Ryn, who 
teamed in the doubles to sweep through Fred Perry and 
George Hughes of England to a straight-set victory in the 
inter-zone finals. The scores were 8-6, 6-4, 6-1. 


British Still In Front. 


The Americans thus overcame in 
part the astounding disasters suf- 
fered bv Ellsworth Vines and Wil- 
uier Allison in the singles yester- 
day. As a result of today's develop- 
ment, the contending teams dug 
in for the night to await tomor- 
row's all-important final day, with 
the British leading by two vic- 
tories to one. 
The British seemingly never had 
a chance today, although admit- 
tedly the Lott-Van Ryn combina- 
tion did not function as brilliantly 
as usual 
Van Ryn. one of the 
greatest 
doubles players of 
the 
ages, somehow had lost his touch, 
but into the breach stepped the 
temperamental and flighty Lott to 
bring off shots that amazed the 
gallery and had it up on its feet, 
shouting for more. 
Lott Performs Brilliantly. 


Lott has had his share of ups 
and downs m international play, 
but always he will be remembered 
for his performance today. Almost 
sinale-handsd. he stood off 
the 
British attack, turned it back to 
the base line and beyond, and fin- 
ally routed it utterly. The Amer- 
icans were never behind after the 
opening games of the first set. 
Plainly nervous and distressed by 
the terrific burden they shouldered, 
after the collapse of the singles 
stars yesterday, the American pair 
did not really click until well into 
the opening set and it was far into 
the second set before it began to 
play in the manner that had 
earned it the distinction of being 
the world's greatest doubles team. 
Van Ryn Himself Again. 
It was at this point that Van Ryn 
suddenly found his long-lost touch 
and began to hit the ball with the 
decisive, sizzling pace that usually 
makes him the most feared doubles 
player on the courts He started in 
the sixth game of the second set, 
his smashes from the net earning 
the Americans a lead of 4-2 in 
games and making the rest of the 
journey an empty formality. 
Once the American side was 
headed for the goal, it swept on, 
heads high and eyes front, to leave 
the British 
pair standing 
flat- 


footed on the base line with the 
power and surety of its strokes. 
The final set was never a contest, 
Lott and Van Ryn winning as they 
pleased and giving the gallery an 
exhibition of team play and shot- 
making such as it had seldom be- 
held here. 
The gallery, as usual, had its 
part in the proceedings, there be- 
ing a Ml trf unpleasantness in con- 
nection with a decision near the 
end of the second set. Part-French, 
part-British and very little Amer- 
ican, the crowd "got on" a lines- 
man who called an out on Hughes 
in the eighth game." 
Crowd Boots for Britons. 
With the crowd whiscung ironic- 
ally and jeering every move, the 
Americans then went through the 
usual hocus pocus of refusing to 
benefit by the decision. Lott pur- 
posely netting the game-point in 
the ninth. Tne gallery applauded 
this, but Van Ryn seemed angered. 
He was distinctly "on" his game by 
this time, so that when Perry de- 
liberately double-faulted 
only to 


•win the game, anyhow. Van Ryn 
quickly closed out the match with 
three dazzling placements in the 
tenth and final game. 
Strangely, the coolest men on the 
court were the fiery Lott and the 
temperamental Perry, both remain- 
ing cool in the face of the tensest 
of 
situations. 
However, Perry 
cracked badly at the end, whereas 
the usually erratic Lott stood up 
nobly at all times. 
As evidence of his exacting and 
at times dazzling play, George won 
all of his nine games on service 
and, in so doing, dropped only 12 
points all told.
